An Income From Mushrooms 

In many countries the mushroom fs 
a decidedly valuable product, We us- 
ually think of raising them in cellars 
or other dark places, and can hardly 
picture them as growing in any other 
spot; yet the Japanese method is as 
peculiar as it is interesting. for with 
ove species, known as Chiltake, exper:

The pearl-divers of Japan are wo- 
men. Along the coast of the Bay of 
Ago and the Bay of Kokasho the thir- 
teen and fourteen year old girls, after 
they have finished their primary 
school work, go to sea and learn to 
dive. They are in‘the water and 
jeann to swim almost from babyhood, 
They spend most of their Umgin the 
Water, except In the coldest “season 


from the end of December to the! 


beginning of February. Even dur- 
tog the most Inclement of seasons 
‘hey some.imes dive for pearls, They 
wear a special dress, with the hair 
vwisted up into a hard “knot. The 
eyes are protected by glasses to pre- 
vent the entrance of water. 

A boat in command of men Is as- 
signed to every five or ten women 
divers to carry them to and from the 
fishing grounds, When the divers 
urrive on the grounds they leap into 
the water at once, and begin to gath- 
er oysters at the bottom, The oys- 
ters are dropped into tubs suspend- 
ed from thelr waists. 

When these are filled the divers are 

sed to the surface and jump into 
the boats, They dive to a depth of 
{rom five to thirty fathom without 
any special apparatus, and retain their 
breath from one to three minutes, 
Their ages vary from thirteen to forty 
yoars, and’ between. twenty-five and 
thirty five they are at thelr prime,
